POWER. 


REVOLUTION IN 
RURAL 
LIFE. 


A remarkable rev olution 
is taking 
place in rural life, say s the Chicago 
Tribune. 
W ithin the last few y ears, 
and especially within the last two 
y ears, the telephone has become al­ 
m ost as much an agricultural imple­ 
m ent as the riding plow. 
Its ring is 
almost as integral a part of the music 
of the up 
to 
date farm as the 
chanticleer’s crow or the hum of the 
reaper. 
Another great force that is helping 
along the rev olution in rural life is 
rural free deliv ery of mail. 
On J uly 
1,18 9 9 . there were but 200 free deliv ery 
routes in the United States. 
There 
are now 25 .000 routes ov er which let­ 
ters, 
metropolitan 
newspapers, 
samples ot dress goods, and gov ern­ 
ment seeds are carried daily to t te 
gates of rural homes for 12,000,000 peo­ 
ple. 
In many sections the interurban 
electric 
line 
,is 
drawing 
the 
farmer and the city closer together, 
N ot long ago the summer boarder 
on th e farm who wanted a bath was 
oommended 
to 
the nearest pond, 
creek, or|borse trough. 
Now thous­ 
ands of farm houses contain bath­ 
rooms, equipped,with porcelain tuhs, 
hot and cold|w ater. 
No longer is dinner serv ed on a red 
tablecloth in the kitchen, but in the 
dining room on a cloth of im m aculate 
whiteness. 
The old fashioned farm 
dinner also is disappearing. 
There 
hav e been formed in many rural com­ 
m unities “ beef clubs," whose members 
kill and div ide a steer between them 
at stated interv als. 
The farmer, in­ 
stead of regaling himselt on salt pork, 
now sits « down to juicy roasts and 
Doble sirloins, interspersed, of course, 
w ith neckband liv er. 
One of thejmost serious problems of 
American social life is the tendency 
of the farmers’iboy s to leav e the farm 
and make for the city . 
They do this 
in most cases in obedience to their 
gregarious instincts, thinking to find 
in the crowds of the city ex citem ent, 
pleasure, and ex hilaration. 
It is only 
by making farm life more attractiv e 
that the boy s can be kept 
on the 
farm. 
TheS increasing 
comfort of 
farm life, if it tends to keep the boy 
on theffarm, will be of inestimable 
benefit not only to the farmer himself 
but to the country as a whole. 


W ill Be Repaired When Work at 
Dix on Is Completed. 


The Sterling Hy draulic company is 
contemplating numerous repairs upon 
the dam and the water power at that 
point, say s th e Sterling Gazette, and 
the work w ill probably be started 
within two weeks. The aam at D ix ­ 
on is undergoing ex tensiv e repairs at 
present; when the work there is com­ 
pleted, it is anticipated that it will 
take sev eral day s to fill the large pond 
abov e Dix on. 
While this filling pro­ 
cess is going on it is quite probable 
that there will be no watar power to 
speak of at Sterling, and the Hy drau­ 
lic company w ill make arrangements 
w ith all of the factories to close down 
so that flash boards may be put on top 
of the dam here, repairs made in the 
wheel pit and the races cleaned. 
The riv er is very low at Dix on at 
the present tim e because the dam is 
being repaired, and the pond has been 
drained to a low mark. 
But little 
shortage in power bas^een noticed at 
this point as y et, But the conditions 
are likely to grow worse as the season 
progresses.

NEW LANDS IN WEST 


Opening of Rosebud Reserv ation At­ 
tracts Thousands of Settlers 
from All Sections 


HOW THE LAND IS PARCELED OUT 


First Arriv als Hav e Adv antage Over 
Those Who Go Later 


The opening to settlem ent of the 
lands of the Rosebud reserv ation has 
drawn great numbers to the points 
for registration, namely , Bonesteel, 
Fairfax , Yankton and Chamberlain. 
There are sufficient lands for 2,400 
farms of 16 0 acres each, in a well 
watered district of southeast South 
Dakota. 
The registration the first 
two day s was sufficient to take ail the 
lands twice ov er. 
Some ex citem ent 
has been added by the rumor that 
gold-bearing sand had been discov ered 
in the district. 
The early comer, 
howev er, has no better chance than 
the later ones, ex cepting more tim e to 
look around and decide on what lands 
he preferred. 
The special rates on 
the 
railroads 
are 
bringing 
fresh 
crowds ev ery day . 
The tim e for regis­ 
tration lasts from J uly 5 to J uly 23; 
the drawings to determine who get 
the right to locate take place J uly 28 ; 
and final entry on the lands begin 
August 8 . 
After registering, persons are giv en 
a certificate which permits them to 
go on the lands to see what selections 
they prefer. Registration has to be 
made in person, ex cepting in the case 
of soldiers of the civ il and Spanish 
war and their widows, who may regis­ 
ter through an agent, but one agent 
can act for only one person. 
Those 
whose names are drawn do not hav e to 
appear at the drawing but are noti­ 
fied by mail what day to appear for 
making final entry , the latter being 
disposed of at the rate of 100 a day . 
beginning Aug. 
The lands are sold 
at $5 an acre, $1 down and balance at 
the end ot two, three, four and five 
and a half y ears: 7 5 c at each pay ment, 
a fee of 114 for land-office serv ice being 
also required. 
T he establishm ent of a house inside 
of 6 months and a residence on the 
property for five y ears, are also neces­ 
sary . 
Soldiers hav e some priv ileges 
which others hav e not. 
Applicants 
m ust show that they are not the own­ 
ers of more than 160 acres of land any ­ 
where in the United States, and hav e 
not ex hausted 
their rights, under 
homestead entry . 
The lands in ques­ 
tion lie in Gregory county , South Da­ 
kota, between the Missori, W hite and 
Niobrara riv ers. 
so far only a few hav e gone from 
this v icinity , but a larger number of 
people are to take adv antage of the 
low rates and a considerably number 
will probably go tbe coming week. 
The railroads are getting many in­ 
quiries for information.

hav e any , are administered for them 
by friends, and any one passing by the 
door may speak to them.

of passersby adds the lux uries.—New 
York Herald.
